Secretary Daniels Would' Build Mod- 


ern Dreadnaught From Proceede 


of Deal.—Committee 


Approves.

Washington, May 28.—A plan for dis- 


posing of the battleships Idaho and 
Mississippi to a foreign power for just 
what the United States paid for their 
construction, 
was laid 
before the 
senate committee on foreign affairs to- 
day by Secretary Daniels. 


Greece la understood to be negotiat- 
ing for the Mississippi and the Idaho. 
The United States has never before 
sold battleships to a foreign power, al- 
though it has condemned them and aft- 
erward sold them without armament. 
The ships have been in commission 
since 1908. • The Mississippi cost $5,- 
832,000 and the Idaho $5,894,000. Sec-, 
retary Daniels asked for an amend- 
ment to the navy bill to permit the sale 
provided that the money be used for 
one dreadnaught in addition to the 
two dread naughts already provided. 
Secretary Daniels explained to the 


committee that he expected to get 
about $12,000,000, .and he would be 
able to make up the $14,000,000 for a 
new dreadnaught by economy in other 
lines. 
Mr. Daniels told the committee that 


while the Idaho and Mississippi were 
efficient ships for harbor defense they 
were not modern enough to go into 
line of battle. 
Mr. Daniel's proposition met with 
approval with 
the

committee, and preparation was made 
for embodying the plan' for presenta- 
tion to the senate.
